In short we have not the slight 
cst sy mpathy for the citizen who paid t 
double price for a caster or set of spoons, 
in trading with a peddle when we have, 
for instance, with us such a reliable firms 
as^Dodge & lvling and others.here. 
The 
party complaining after making the pur 
chase made enquiry of our jewelers as to 
the prices and found that he paid seven 
dollars for a caster that he could purchase 
at Dodge & Klings for four aud a half , 
So, in fact, y ou see that was only a shrewd 
business transaction in which the dealer 
was too sharp lor the customer. 
When 
that peddler becomes a millionair selling 
two dollar spoons for four dollars people 
will point him out as a great financier. 
But granting that lie is a swindler, as our 
citizen will have it, all we have to say is 
that the people who bought spoons and 
got swindled must abide the consequences 
without satisfaction through abuse of the 
dealer in these columns. 
We arc called 
upon often to rectify wrongs and regulate 
matters of <*t public interest and very gen­ 
erally respond; hut, really , we are not a 
police court.4Pnr ate we running a detec­ 
tive office. 
Only a month or so since we 
were earnestly requested by a number of 
citizens, mostly patrons of the show, to 
inform the people that a certain circus 
that had just appeared here was a fraud;

He 
say s,and lie published a book for the par­ 
tial purpose of illustrating the proposi­ 
tion, that if there is one thing more than 
another that people really enjoy —and es­ 
pecially American people—It is a full 
fledged and brazen humbug. 
Bnrnum 
was not far out of the way 
T he T e l e - 
GitAPfi finds its greatest, trouble; that is to 
say its most unpopular and unpleasant 
work; that of exposing rank humbugs. 
Still it does not weary in 
well doing. 
Over I wo thousand y ears ago an oppo­ 
nent of humbugs knocked the nose from 
the face of a Grecian stone god [and thus 
nearly frightened the nation -the most 
enlightened then on earth—out of it wits. 
It was really believed from Athens to the 
Black Sea and from Thermopy he to the 
Adriatic, that some dire calamity was 
about to befall that brave peoplo, because 
a small piece had been clipped off from a 
stone image. 
The god, it appeared to 
the people, had been mutilated and that 
god would coon “ let slip the dags of war” 
and cause famine and pestilence to devas­ 
tate the land, destroy every mother’s son 
of a Spartan. No punishment would have 
been sufficiently severe to liavo fully sat­ 
isfied the troubled people had they found 
the party opposed to humbugs. 
But the 
man who knocked the nose from a stone 
image of Zeus was not a newspaper man 
aud therefor« * his opposition to humbugs 
was not made public. 
open and above 
board T he T e l e ghat h has been expos­ 
ing humbugs for many y ears. 
Now and 
tfieu it unwittingly in tie good work runs 
against 
prejudice 
and 
superstition, 
natural coneomctents of humbugs, and in 
that case it suffers severe opposition. 
It 
might be a reasonable supposition that 
y ou could “ blow up’ a circus without 
offending any one except circus men, but 
we remember that a circus has many 
frends and not a few patrons. 
Indeed 
there was a time in the history of civiliza­ 
tion when a circus was a peculiar and al­ 
most especial mode enjoy ed by a great 
people for worshiping their gods, and 
at that time to “ridicule” a circus would 
have been simply suicidal for the critic. 
The Oly mpic Games to which we refer 
would toda y be considered nothing more 
nor less than a circus. 
The Hellenic 
games were sacred festivals and forms of 
worshiping the gods of the Greeks, and 
of course to speak lightly of them at one 


time wo uld hav e bee* a sacrilege. Indeed 
the day s o f the Greet circus fo r tho usands 
of y ears has beenm dmmo lo gical era quite 
useful in supply ing histo rical co mputers, 
with the o ldest co rrect backward reco rd 
o f co ntinuo us time, and, therefo re, y o u 
sec ev en a circus may be o f use to the 
wo rld. Mo reo v er as ano ther reaso n fo r 
our reticence o nly a few weeks hav e pass 
ed since The Tklto hath made it liv ely 
for what it co nsidered a so rt o f a circus, 
and

This last circus, to which we refer, o pen

Ev en after tt was sho wn 
by Io wa newspapers that the mo ney giv en 
to that bo o k agent fo r a v ary bad bo o k 
was used fo r the v ery bad purpo se o f 
gampling, so tenacfo ns is prejudice, thst 
no t o ne o f the go o d Christians will co n 
fess that their mo de o f co ntributing to a 
game o f po ker is in the least faulty . But 
it is no t unlikely that so me day they will 
see their erro r. The man who pay s fo ur 
dollars, to a stranger, fo r a set o f spo o ns 
that he can purchase at a well kno wn 
store in his city fo r t*© do llars is duped 
by a financier 
And still there Is a so rt 
o f mix ture o f humbng and prejudico in 
both transactio ns as the reader may sea 
without elabo rate illustratio n. Fo r ex 
posing the first mentio ned ev il this paper 
was severely censured by so me o f o ur 
best people. 
That the men and wo men 
were ho liest in believ ing tbatTSBTsLE 


g r ap h was in erro r o nly the mo re clearly 
illustrates 
o ur po sitio n that ex po sing 
humbugs is a v ery unsafe and no t tl 
least profitable so rt o f business. To a 
complish go o d in such affairs it is neces 
sary to battle the ev il by alo w appro aches 
as the engineer runs his mine to the en 
emies fort; and ev en then the so ldier who 
wars against humbug is liable to And 
himself “ ho ist with bis o wn peter.” It is 
best to make up y o ur mind to the fact 
that a humbug wilt hav e its run thro ugh 
co mmunities, no t wo Htr© measles, ex cept 
that o nly adults are subject to its bacilli. 
3 Iany centuries are o ften required fo r the 
light to cro ep thro ugh a humbug, but 
nevertheless the o paqueness will finally 
succumb to the inevitable 
laws o f ev o lu­ 
tion.
